He pro- 
duced 2 minute beok of the 
YAL.C.A, supposed to have. been 
kept b> Mr. White. He did not 
remember if defendant had been 
employed .at the European 


YMCA, which was closed at the 


end of 1927. 

Mr, J. ML P. Tavares, an em- 
ployee at Alex. Hoss and Company, 
stateéd that he had been working 
with the Jate Mr. Le Breton for 
15 years and knew his handsrit- 
ing. The signature on the Jetter 
produced was not that of Mr. Le 
Breton. He had never seen Mr. 
Le Breton sign himself as sub- 
Manager of the Company.. There 
was never a man called B. J. 
Breton in.the employ of Alex. 
Ross and Company. The paper 
containing the letter was not of 
the same kind as that used by 
witness’s compaby. The office 
paper was ordered from England 
with headlines complete since

PICTURES BY CABLE. 


YACHT RACE PHOTOS WIRED 
Tu LONDON, 


Two pictures of Tuesday's race 
between the Shamrock [V. and 
Resojute. described as having 
been transmitted by photo- 
telegraphy. are printed by the 
Daily Mierar, stated a London 
message to the Nex Vork Times 
on July 23. The newspaper aq- 
mits they are imperfect and not 
wholly accurate, bat asserts that 
when the experimental stage of 
transmitting photographs br 
telegraph’ is passed and the ap- 
paratos is developed’ it will be 
possible to transmit pictures by 
thiy procera to any part of the 
world. 

The printing of photographs of 
the internatsonal yacht race, sant 
from New York, in the Daily 
Mirror on the dsy after the race, 
is the frst long-distance test of 
photograph transmitter, » new 
invention that is controlled and 
owned by the Duly Mirrnr.. The 
pictures. reproduced in London. 
were aath as to assure the 
success of the new device, it was 
said, although it remains to 
perfect the new machine. 


of the Mirror, who came ta New 
York to set up the machine and 
to conduct that end of the test. 
said that he bad -received word 
that the photographs tranamitred 
bad been satisfactorily reproduced 
in London.

This 
instead of reproducing the letters, 
punches a series of holes in a 
tape. 

This hole-punched paper and 
an undeveloped plate are placed 
together in the reprocecing 
machine. . After. the final 
operation the operstor takes 
from the ~° mechine an 
apparently wndeveloped plate. 
When thisig placed in the produc- 
ing bath there appears a negative 
of the scene that was photograpb- 
ed 3,000 miles away. . aa.

REALITIES AT HOME, , 


SOME WAR LEGACIES, 


The Re Hon. CF. G. Mastor- 
rman writea in the Duly News -—- 
The ov'ward results of the war 

- are sofficiantly manifest. Tha 
convulsions which are still sbak~- 
ing society will form the subject 
for historian and moralist a thou- 
sand years hence. Men will still 
be musing over man's folly. Lat 
us hope that they will not also be 
repeating man’s foally, aiter again 
pbuilding up a new civilisation out 
of the ruins af an old. . 

But some of ths leas spectacular 
reanlts are scarcely yet appre- 
handed. <And certainly their 

_ ¢nfluence on the furure of 
bomanity remsin obscure. If the 
Supreme Council could ceasa its 
follies, a League of international 
appeasement take ita place; if 
wars were anddenly to cease in 
Europe and outside it, and all 
‘shipwrecked humanity to come 
together ta deviso means of pre- 

 . serving the bare structure of 
society, these resulta would still 
-be confronting -politican and re- 
former. And they are results 
which cut far deaper than the 
controversies which fil! the news- 
papers of to-day. 

Let us consider but three of 
these as thoy affect the future of, 
this our own war-scarzed island. 


A PRICE STILL TO BE Pal®. 

The first is the enormous 
change in the distribation of 
fortune caused by the war. Lam 
bot now referring to the rise in 
prices. 1 «am speaking of the 
changes in fortuneestimated upon 
apy price index standard. They 
are right who say that the war 
bas been paid for already —that 
a)} wars have tobe paid foras they 
go along—that you cannot borrow 
- from the future the effort 
owhich fashions gans and muni- 
tions, ar which provided food 
wbich has been consumed and 
clothing which has rotted away. 
You cannot thus bring future 
effort into the service of the pre- 
sent.

THE OLD WAY. 


In spite of the establishment of the Leazue of Nations there 
can be little but disappointment for the man whosearches the period 
- ince the signing of the armistice to find evidence of any growing 
amity among the nations of the world. Peoples were led to believe 
that they only bad to fight and conquer the 1914 display of mad 
militarism to herald in.a period of great striving after world-wide 
peace; that armaments would soon cease to be the drag on national 
resonrces: that. diplomacy would no longer be secret and intriguing: 
and that the powerful nations of the world. tired of- strife and 
combat, would settle down into a comradesbip for the preservation 
- of peace and the general advancement of civilisation. Has there 
been ansthing forthcoming to justify that belief? There has been 
little, beyond a few futile and unproductive meetings of the mere 
machinery of the League of Nations. There certainly has been no 
general acceptance of the working ides. for we Hod that the build- 
ing up of armies and navies gees on as before. 
One of Reutes’s cables yesterday, told uy that Mfr, Daniels, the 
Secttary of the U.S. Navy, stated in the’course of a speech that the 
“dolay in the ratification of the Treaty of Versailles had prevented a 
cessation of naval enlargement and there had, therefore, been no 
change in the plans of America for naval development. 
_ America is not, only completing a great naval armour 
projectile plant at Charlestoa, bus is building enormous docks on 
the other shore. and constructing eighteen dreadnonghis and 
battle cruisers with a dozen other powerful ships .whish. in 
effective Gghting power, will give its navy a world primacy, That's 
the point to which we have arrived tu-day—nearly two years after 
the armistice. And if we look around we see other nations, in the 
position todc so, doing something very similar. Britain has not 
been slow to strengthen her own navy, and readers need no telling 
that Japan. France, etc., are all seeing to it that their effective 
fighting forces on the seas are not lagging too far behind the leaders. 
Mr. Daniels has served a grea: purpose in pointing out that this 
development of the American nary is proceeding by reason of the 
* non-ratifcation of the Peace Treaty. and it is fair to assume that if 
that Treaty had been ratified and if the Covenant of the League of 
Nations bad been subscribed to, then this development would have 
been steyed. The League of Nations’ Covenant is quite clear on the 
point of armaments. Article Eight reads:—" The members of the 
Leegue recognise thatthe maintenanceof peace requires the reduction 
of nations! armaments to the lowest point consistent with national 
safety and the enforcement of common action of international 
obligations. The Council, taking scccount of the geographical 
situation and circumstances of each State, shsll formulate 
plans for such reduction for the consideration and action of the 
severs! Governments. Such. plans shal! be subject to recon- 
sideration and revision at lesst every ten years. 
these plans shall bave been adopted by the several Governments, 
the Kmits of armaments therein fixed shall not be exceeded without 
the concurrence ofthe Council.” The intentionof the League could 
notbe plainer, but, inasmuch as the League is not an operative force, 
the mere words areof noeffect. It is now left to the individual nations 
to fix their own standards of what amount of fighting strength 
constitates e defensive minimum. That was the position before the 
war. England, in building up her navy, only claimed to be scting 
in defence, and so.did Germany and so did Japan; in fact every 
nation bad to put forth that ples. That is America’s plee now, and 
itis Britain’s, and Japan's. Are we never going-to have anything 
else but this? . oo ue 
The answering of that interrogation depends on the final 
attitude of America, after her Presidential election has been settled, 
for then will have to come a@ definite move by that nation either in 
favour of s world-wide compact or egainst it.
